Davin re- 
sented the complimentary allusion made by 
Mr. Fisher about Oliver and gave expres- 
sion to his feelings on the floor of the house.

Ax important meeting cf Sunday School 
workers was held in the Methodist church 
last Monday evening for the purpose of or- 
ganizing an Edmonton district Sabbath 
school ssseciation in accordance with the 
decisicn of the recent Sunday school conven- 
tion held at Innisfail. There was a good 
attendance. Kev. J. Dyke was elected 
ehairman and J. W. Kelly, secretary of the 
meeting. G. A. Reid was present from 
Lacombe and gave some explanations of the 
idea of the general convention and_told 
what had been done in other places, After 
some discussion it was decided to proceed 
to organization on the basis of the model 
constitution submitted and leave details to 
a committee. The election of officers re- 
sulted as follows: president, E. J. Richard- 
son; Ist vice president, Rev. C. B. Free- 
man ; 2nd yice president, Rev. D. G. Mc- 
Queen ; secretary, J. H. McDonald ; treas- 
urer, K. W. Mackenzie. Messrs. D. 
Evans,. Bissett and S. C. Wilson were ap- 
pointed a committee with the officers to 
draft a constitution and it was decided to 
hold the first convention at Edmonton the 
last of October. Rev. J. Fernie, of 
Lacombe, member of the international 
S. 8. union, delivered an encouraging ad- 
dress to the workers present. 

In the first number of ‘‘ The Westmin-« 
ster” anew magazine started in Toronto 
last June is a most interesting sketch of 
Dr. Robertson at work, written by the Rev. 
C. W. Gordon, B. A., of Winnipeg. The 
article describes a trip made last summer 
through the Albertas and Kootenay and is 
full of characteristic stories of the doctor.

The man was a dour High- 
lander, who grumbled much at being called 
so early, and resisted all efforts to thaw 
him cut. After paying the man his fee, 
and an extra heavy one it was, the superin- 
tendent asked him, in Gaelic, how long it 
was since he had left Sutherlandshire. 
‘Man‘alive ! said the astonished Hielanman, 
starting up and grasping the doctor’s hand, 
‘have you got her? And then bidding him 
ten thousand welcomes in the dear old 
‘‘spoke,” the ferryman had’him into see 
the good wife, and would not let him go. 
until he had breakfasted with them and 
‘had taken the books.’ The article has 
this to say about Rav. D. G. McQueen. Dr. 
Robertson’s ‘ manifest pride and generous 
delight in McQueen, of Edmonton, and in 
the magnificent way in which he gives him- 
self to work were almost touching to see. 
McQueen does not think he is doing any- 
thing extra, but he is a man nfter the 
superintendent's own heart. 1 sometimes 
think it may be because he has the saime 
burr in his voice, or the same prompt and 
effective way -withe men who ‘go fooling 
round’ and don’t attend to their business 
except when it comes to drawing their grant 
or getting their expenses paid back from 
their field.”,

ORDINATION SERVICE. 


t Tuesday evening an interesting 
Saat was held ‘ the Prestyterian church. 
The first part*was the baptism of six infants 
at which Rev. Dr. Robertsom! officiated, and 
delivered an address to the parents. 

Rev. D. G. McQueen, moderator of Ed- 
monion presbytery, then announced that 
Messrs. Naismith, of Olds, and Janssen, of 
South Edmonton, had presented themselves 
for ordination, and asked aayone who had 
any objection to such ordination to rise and 
make it. He then gave out a bymn, after 
singing “which Rev. Mr. Forbes, of Fort 
Saskatchewan, preached a short sermon on 
the incident recorded of Jacob's wrestling 
with the angel. 

After the sermon Rev. D. G. McQueen 
announced that Mr. Peter Naismith had 
labored in Scetland and afterwards for two 
years in Australia. He had been here for 
sometime in the bounds of this presbytery 
successfully laboring as a missionary of the 
church. His own previous training and 
literary qualifications were guarantee for 
ordaining him. Had he remained in Scot- 
land he would certainly have been licensed 
and ordained before that day. His examina- 
tion had been quite satisfactory to che 
ccurt. 

Mr. N. Jaussen wasa graduate from the 
theological seminary of Princeton, N. J.,a 
college noted for orthodoxy and learning. 
He came here certified from New Jersey 
as having been duly licensed -last May. 
They applied te the general assembly for 
permissien to receive and erdain him which 
was granted. 

Rev. D. G. McQueen then put the ques- 
tions to the candidates who answered all 
satisfactorily, and Rer. Dr. Robertson de- 
liverell’ the charge. He told them they 
should alwsys bear in mind the fact that 
they were set apart to be ministers of God. 
They should live holy lives and breathe in 
living union with the Lord Jesus Christ. 
The church of Christ was composed of be- 
lievers and those were beginners in the 
divine life. They bad to be edified and 
made fit subjects for the glory of God. The 
world was still in a state ofsin. They 
were to werk towards causing many-to be- 
come Christ's followers. The foundation of 
cll ministerial success was laid in loyalty to 
Cheist. Loyalty in the highest,and deepest 
and best sense, or they would not be true 
ministers of the gospel of Christ. They 
must atall times be convinced that they 
were in living union with Him, and not be 
merely followers in the ordinary sense, but 
must be like Him. The man who had the 
power of Christ in his heart and love to God 
for what He had done for him, was in a 
position todo something for the good of 
others. They shonld get light every way. 
Let the mind be always open to receive 
light from any source, but remember no- 
thing whatever could take the place of the 
lord Jesus Christ himself. They should 
believe Him with all their hearta as the one 
who delivered them from sin and the power 
of sin. Belteve in His holiness, believe in 
Him through and through and when they 
could look on sin as Christ did they weuld 
look upon it with the agony of spirit which 
He suffered. Then they must always retain 
the conviction that Christ was able to save 
to the uttermost all who came to Him, not 
merely the drunkard or fon! man, but sin- 
ners of all kinds, Character was becoming 
mora and more important. A man was 
judged by his conduct every day. lt was 
not by what he said on Sunday, but how he 
conducted himself every day that people 
judged him. If he was true and consistent 
ee would believe in him. The Rev. 

concluded his address*by giving the 
candidates a good deal of sound practical 
advice as tothe best methods of prepara- 
tion for the pulpit and jn geing amongst 
their people. 

There was a large congregation present 
who showed considerable interest in the 
proceedings.
